Jt will be remembered that at the last 
Conference n resolution was passed to ask 


the Government to put a tax on beo- 
keepers foz the purpose of finding sufliciont 
money to pay the salaries of more in- 


spectors for the elimination of disease, 
Mainly for the purpose of getting tho 
principle agreed to, the proposal was that 
all beekeepers should be taxed £1 por head, 
but it was generally conceded that an 
adjustment or graduation would be neces- 
sary, that neither the one-hive man 
should be unfairly handicapped, or the 


commercial man get the benefit withont 
paying his share. 
The Standing Committee went very 


thoroughly into the matter, and the fol- 
lowing seale was unanimously agreed to: 
1 to 5 hives, 5/- per aunum; 6 to 15, 10/-; 
J6 to 50, 15/-; 51 to 100, 20/- per aumum; 
and 5/- extra for every 100 or part 
thereof above 100 hives, This senle has 
been presented to ti 
as there iy a possibility that the matter 
will not be settled by the time Conference 
arrives, probably the question will be 
asked as to how far it has proceeded; 
therefore, we think the information given. 
above will do no harm. 


Mr, T, W. Kirk, at the Ruakura Field 
Day, gave the number of hives registered 
to that date (February 16th) as 78,000; 
the total gistrations being 5,565. 


Whe question now being considered is 
what amount of money this number of 
hives would raise on the proposed seale of 
ation? Until the registered lists are 
gone throngh, it is diffienlt to ostimate, 
but we think we ean got at least n work- 
able idea by the following, Every regis- 
tored beekceper must pay at loast 5/-, nnd 
on the number registered this would raise

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Tho netual figures may, of course, show 
the return to come out considerably more 
or less, and must not bo taken other 
wise than absolute conjecture, although 
we feel they are somewhere near what 
the figures will eventually prove, fn any 
case, we feel it will be generally concede 
that the beekeepers are being compelled 
to put their hands in their pockets more 
heavily in proportion than any other ju 
dustry, anıl that for a purpose that really 
should be absolutely nnnecessary. Beca 
when you boil the whole question down. 
what has brought about this question of 
taxation? The Government's negligence 
in enforciag the provisions of the Apiaries 
‘Act. There enn be no question about that 
What sort of legislation is this? Let ns 
draw an analogy. A certain district is 
given over to lawlessness, and people ave 
losing money nnd property through others 
breaking the law. The district appeals to 
the Government for protection by tle 
police to enforce the law. The Govern 
ment says, ‘Yes; we quite recognise y 
nre losing money and property by people 
breaking the law, but we bavon't got th 
money to pay the policemen,’? This is not 
vernment protection—it is tomfaolery 
a situation you would find in a Gilber 
and Sullivan opera. And you will recog 
nise the analogy is sound. “Beekeepers ar 
losing mouey and property by the law not 
being enforced through the lack of neers 
sary oflicers, One beekeeper in the Thames 
Valley owning 400 hives had to treat 3 
jn the spring for foul-brood, and he a 
careful and up-to-date beekeeper. Tis 
crop from the 400 hives was four tons, 
and ho (quite reasonably) computes his 
loss through the disease as four tons. On 
to-day's prices this means he has lost al 
£200, 


Wo venture to state that if n. person lost 
£200 in one hit through the lack of police 
men to enforee the law in a district, 
there would be such a howl that would 
shake the Government pretty. suddenly. 

During the war legislation was passed 
to close the hotels at 6 o'elock, because 
it was deemed to be necessary for the good 
of the community. Would the Govern- 
ment, after passing the Aet, bave dared to 
say to the people they had not enough 
money to carry out their own legislation? 
But the Government tells the beekeepers 
so, and they have been foolish enough to 
he put on a falso trail. They have con- 
tinually raised the dust every time we 
have approached them, aud we have lost 
sight of tho real issue: 


How are the producers of other com- 
moditios treated? The farmer who is try 
ing to keep bis farm tree of noxious weeds 
or rabbits, does he have to put his hand 
in his pocket to pay the salary of the 
inspector to protect him? Not a bit! The 
pig farmer, whose living is endangered by 
n enreless neighbour allowing swine fever 
to be amongst his pigs, is he called upon 
to pay for protection? Not on your life! 
"Tho dairymau, to whom blaekleg is a 
Serious matter, is he called opon to pay 


the cost of inoculating the calves? The 
Government knows better than to ask him, 
The fruit-grower, who has a careless 
neighbour who allows disease im his or- 
chard, is he told there is not sufficient 
money available to keep his neighbour 

hin the law? No danger! But when 
We come to beekeepers, who have a menace 
to the indnstry continually hanging over 
them; whose losses run into thousands of 
pounds evcry vear, and, according to the 
opinions expressed at the last Conference 
by visitors from all parts of the land, the 
disease is no more under control than it 
ever was—in fact, some opinions were that 
it was getting worse. When we ask for 
the necessary protection, we are told it is 
not possible to do any more than is being 
done with the present staff; and the 
Government cannot appoint more mon be- 
cause they have not the money—which, we 
submit, is dodging the issue,

| Thousands of pounds have been spent to 
i try and hold the disease in check; special 
legislation brought up and passed for the 
protection of the orchardist; and accord- 
ing to those who know best, with no very 
sanguine opinion as to the ultimate result. 
There was no question of not having the 
money! 


Beekeepers have the most easily con- 
trolled disease possible; the cause is not 
in the air being blown about; it is local 


ed in certain spots—viz., 
which are at once controllable, 
source of infection can be at one 
of. The existing Apiaries Aet passed by 
the Government affords every protection 
necessary, and the Government passing 
anch an Act cannot possibly shield itself 
by stating that it will not spend the money 
to enforce its own legislation.

Another aspcet—When a body of men 
start an industry to manufacture any com- 
modity, the Government in most cases pro- 
tects them and their capital by the im- 
position of a protective tariff, that N.Z. 
industry may be encouraged. Would it be 
reasonable for the Government to say to 
these manufacturers; '' Yes, we have got 
a Customs tariff to protect your industry, 
but we have not got the money to stall the 
Customs Department; so you will have to 
suffer!" What rot!

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT AND 
BALANCE-SHEET, 


(By **Cambist,"" in !* N.Z. Truth") 


That there is no go-slow society amongst 
bees is made plain by reading the seventh 
aunnal report of the above Association, 
The Association is able to tell its members 
that it handled 482 tons of honey for the 
yenr ended December last, This, however, 
is not n record for the Association, as it 
had larger figures to quote on previous 
ocensions. The honey industry is very 
much affected by the season "The year 
1920 was a poor one from a production 
point of view, Still, the bees kept busy, 
and went on gathering the sweet morsels 
from every flower or plaut that held the 
nectar, 

"The nominal capital of the Association 
is £20,000, in £2 shares, of whieh £13,976 
was subseribed at date of the balee 
| sheet, less £8,839 of uncalled capital and 
calls in arrears, plus £339 ealls paid in 
advance, leaves the paid-up capital at 
£5,475 at end of December, On this 
[slender capital is reared over £13,000 of 
debt. The Association owes the Bank of 
iNew South Wales an overdraft of £5,094. 
| Tt owed sundry creditors £8,696, and it 
had a reserve fund of £153. "To the mind 
of this writer such a financial position 
appears dangerons, ns the business is very 
qpeculative in many directions, besides 
what falls to it through elimatie vagaries. 
However, there is a decent sum of uncalled 
capital in sight, ind the sooner that money 
is turned into the bank account of the 
Association, the better it will prove for the 
good of the Association and its members. 
Bank interest for the year came to £288, 
wd that is n gentle reminder that bor- 
rowed money is too costly for competition 
with owned money. It would be interest- 
ing to know how the Associntion has so 
much outstanding to sundry ereditors and 
h The question 
irises, Ave the ereditors trade ereditors, 
or are they suppliers to the Association !— 
in the Jatter ense members of that body.

What if 
there be a large percentage of doubtful 
settlements spread through the total here 


expressed? Tt that should prove to be 
the case, where then is there any pro. 
vision for doubtful dependencies? In 


other words, how much bas been written 
down or put aside to meet untoward reali 
sations? The accounts to hand are quite 
clearly omitting any reference to such 
things. Perhaps they do not exist. Let 
us Lope nol, but one must be pardoned for 
raising the questions. The stocks on hund 
item does not distinguish the cl: of 
stocks. How much of this is honey, and 
how much is for fittings and other supplies 
awaiting purchasers? If only our com 
panies would set out their accounts in 
proper detail, what n lot of speculative 
thought would be avoided.

"The general revenue and trading 
is most unsatisfactory to 
Looking nt the income side of th count, 
one finds that all of the revenue, save 
bad debts and interest received, is made 
up of balun which have resulted after 
numerous dedactions have been taken off.

It would 
from the items given there that advances 
to the suppliers have been on the liberal 
Side, nnd also that there is considerable 
expense in running the business. In spite 
of this, a profit of £1,108 is shown for the 
year. Six per cont, is to be paid on the 
paid-up enpital, which absorbs £280, The 
balanco left over is to be added to the 
roserve account, and the resulting sum is 
thon to be applied to a sinking fund with 
which to pay off the bank overdraft. If 
that sort of business is satisfactory to the 
bank, thon let no one say that banks have 
no henrts. "The process seems to be a long 
drawn out procedure, but a call for the 
funds to be paid in by the shareholders 
would put more speed into the settlement. 
The Bristol and Dominions Producers”

We want a Inrger membership, and the 
only way to materinlise that wish is to 
make tho work of the National more fully 
the work of our Branches, for they (and 
not so particularly those who can attend 
the Conferences) aro THE National Asso- 
cintion. 

1 grant you that the National is every 
ready of approach upon any and all in 
terests that any member inay wish to con- 
sult it upon; but lacking the neod of such 
assistance, the mnjority of the members 
of the National have little or nothing to 
do with it, except pay their dues from one 
year to another. As a natural result they 
have not that interest and zeal in the Asso- 
ciation which will keep alive their thought- 
ful determination to get into the Associa 
tion's ranks every conceivably possible new 
member, At present there is nothing to 
prevent—however unlikely any such dns- 
tardly trickery may be—still, it is possible 
to pack a Conference with utter outsiders, 
and carry anything the interested parties 
might devise. That was what wrecked the 
American National Beekeepers’ Associa- 
tion when I was a member attached to the 
Californian Branch some years ago. ‘That 
Association had ovér 5,000 members, and 
is to-day as extinct as the dodo. 

To continue ovr present laughable 
method—or, rather, lack of method—ean 
only result in just dawdling along, where 
we should be booming. The suggested ad 
ditions to our Constitution are to correct 
the dawdling.

The Secretary of the National Associa- 
tion shal) publish in that number of the 
official organ of the National Association 
immediately following the receipt by him 
of the Branch Seeretary’s report of the 
nominations the complete list as sent to 
him, as well as the name of the Branch

Any Branch whose seeretary shall fail 
to send sueb notice of nomination to the 
seretary of the National Association 
thin a period of fifty days immodiately

The Serretary of the National Associa- 
tion shall send within forty-five days of 
the date of the Conference in each year 
the full list of nominations reeeived from 
the various Branches to every secretary of 
each Branch complying with these rules, 
and only such Branches shall be supplied 
with the list. 

Every Branch whieh has complied with 
those rules shall within a period not less

versatile human body is capable of using 
up an excess of protein in the body by 
consuming it in the production of energy, 
it is also claimed in the same quarters 
that such a process is wasteful in the ex: 
treme, and only by supplying the human 
body with n rational diet, suitable for the 
habits and work of the individual—ouly 
in this way ean health and physieal fitness 
be maintained. To attempt to substitute 
protein food with a fat-forming food, such 
as honey, would be as absurd, though not 
quite so expensive in money, as it would 
be to attempt to replace tho fat-formers 
iu a normal diet with proteins such as 
those mentioned above in the tables of 
Hon. W. B, Barney, of Towa.

And to speak 
of stimulants as Newm does—is it not 
aeeepted that when n stimulant (whether 
apirits or not) begins its work of stimula 
tion, it is by some obscure process draw- 
Ing on to-morrow’s store of energy, and 
so mortgaging what really belongs to to 
morrow, to the extent of the stimulation 
effected, which is really the same as draw 
ing out of the bank more than you 
put in—very nice and convenient at t 
but not recommended as a regular t 
Why speak of honey as if it were ‘‘not 
like ordinary stimulants, such ns spirits,'" 
but by inference some sort of extraordi- 
nary stimulant, one wight imagine, instead 
of being what it is, a producer or generator 
of quickly available energy?

(TO THE BDITOR.) 

Siy,—T am sending von a photograph of 
ur apiary. You will notice that the hives 
are placed among fruit trees. T am aware 
That experts say this should not be, but 
my experenee, extending over 30 years, 
has proved that it does not interfere with 
tho working of the bees, as they do not 
need quite so much room for landing or 
flying off as an airplane. If there is 6ft. 
clear from the entrance, cithor frontal or 
either side, with a fnir-sized landing plat- 
form, all is well. T think these are real 
lvantages, 

AN the hives are in the shade some part 
of the day, and on a hot day the bees 
ave let as know how they appreciate the 
shade; but perhaps the grentest advantage 
is iv the winter months, Tho shade keeps 
them qnicter, and except for cleansing 
flights the quicter the better for, say, three 
months, And it is certainly a relief if on 
a very hot day the person working the 
hives can sometimes be in the shade, still 
not going slow, 

I notice Mr. Ward speaks of several 
people reporting cross bees this season, 
Our experience has been just the reverse. 
Is it mot possible to aeconnt for the so- 
called erossness, We have had very little 
settled weather this season, and after a 
few days of bad winds or rain and cold, 
it does noi pay to be in too great a hurry 
to get among the hives when the sun shines 
The first fortnight in Jannary was 
best time we have had this season: a. 
dy How of neetar, and queens laying 
a great rate; and then for several days 
wet and ¢ nothing doing. Now, just 
think what has been taking place in the 
hives: thousands of young bees that could 
not get a flight. Well, our experience leads 
to this conclusion: if on the first fine day, 
before the young bees have bad n chance 
to get out and the older ones have not 
settled down to work, you may expect what 
is termed ''eross'' bees, I wonder what 
kind of mood the nverage man would be 
in under similar conditions, My advice is: 
Let the bees got settled to steady work 
again, and you will find them all right.—
